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Fruit rots as talks move to Washington

California farmers blasted horns and 
gave away peaches Wednesday to 
protest a cannery strike that threatened 
ripening crops. Oregon farmers said 
they feared their grain crops would rot 
during a grain inspectors’ strike that 
shut down docks. 
The two strikes threatened to ruin tons 
of fruit, vegetables and grain — forcing 
food prices up nationwide. 
Representatives of striking northern 
California cannery workers and 28 cann­ 


ing firms were to meet with the nation’s 
top federal mediator 
in Washington to­ 
day. 
Jam es F. Searce, director of the 
Federal Mediation and Conciliation Ser­ 
vice, called both sides to Washington to 
meet with him in an effort to agree on a 
contract. 
The cling peach growers, whose 
product is starting to ripen and is used 
only for canning purposes, said the strike 
is costing them $1 million a day. A 
California state official put the loss for 


C alifornia’s agricultural owners, 
workers and communities at $24 million 
a day. A long strike would cause the 
layoff of 100,000 pickers and then spread 
to allied industries so that officials say 
that if the walkout lasted through 
August, it could cost as much as $2 
billion 
Freddy Sanchez, president of the 
Teamsters California Council of Cannery 
and Food Processing Unions, said the 
strike was called because employers 
failed to offer even a cost-of-living raise. 


“ Management has offered nothing 
more than a 4.6 per cent increase- 
equivalent to around 25 cents hourly—in 
wages,” Sanchez said. 
John Scalone, chief negotiator for 
California Processors, Inc., said 38 is­ 
sues remained unresolved when the Palo 
Alto talks broke off. 
In Sacramento Wednesday, angry 
peach growers used the blaring horns of 
their pickup trucks and Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. sent a telegram demanding a 
quick end to the strike. 


The growers circled the Capitol in 
more than 140 trucks to protest the peak 
harvest cannery shutdown and gave 
away peaches they said would otherwise 
rot in the orchards. 
Brown stood on the bed of a truck and 
told a rally: “ I’d put the two parties in a 
room without food and water for 48 hours 
and I would solve the problem.” The 
governor complained that federal 
mediators had taken the matter out of 
his hands. 
Later, Brown announced he sent a 


telegram to President Ford urging him 
to intervene personally in the negotia­ 
tions. “ I appeal to you to use your good 
offices to bring an immediate settlement 
to the cannery strike in California,” 
Brown said. “ The full responsibility now 
rests squarely on the shoulders of your 
administration.”

Joe Carlin, business manager of Lom­ 
poc Unified School District, was listed in 
guarded condition in the Sherman Oaks 
Bum Center today, with injuries suf­ 
fered in a fiery freeway accident that 
also injured four other Santa Barbara 
County school employes.

The five, all connected with business 
affairs of various districts, were bound 
for a seminar in Lynwood, a small com­ 
munity in southern Los Angeles County, 
when their car was involved in a four-car 
accident near Ventura. 
Most seriously injured was Santa Art 
Grundyke, 53, deputy county superinten­ 
dent of schools and auditor. Grundyke 
was listed in critical condition in the 
bum center this morning. Also in critical 
condition was Fred Homann, 60. chief 
accountant for Santa Maria Joint Union 
High School District. 
Two other school employes, Joseph 
Meaiey, 50. accountant for Santa Bar­ 
bara High School District; and James 
Rowe, 52, associate county superinten­ 
dent of schools, were listed in satisfac- 


morning. Meaiey had bums on his hands 
and Rowe reportedly had other minor in­ 
juries and was under observation 
The five were injured yesterday morn­ 
ing when their county schools station 
wagon was hit from the rear by a truck 
pulling a flatbed trailer carrying a road 
grader. Witnesses said the station wagon 
burst into flame on impact. 
The California Highway Patrol said 
the driver of one car slowed to avoid a 
dog which was running across the 
freeway, and that action set in motion a 
chain reaction series of incidents that 
ended in the fiery crash.

REDWOOD CITY (UPI) - Sheriff’s 
deputies, seeking the kidnapers of 26 
school children and their bus driver, to­ 
day scoured wealthy suburbs south of 
San Francisco, focusing on a 106-acre es­ 
tate. 
The estate is owned by the family of 
Fred Nickerson Woods, operator of the 
Livermore quarry where the children 
and driver Frank Edward Ray, 55, were 
entombed in a van for 16 hours after be­ 
ing abducted a week ago near the town of 
Chowchilla. 
Directed by sheriffs of three counties, 
deputies armed with a search warrant 
sought clues after the Sacramento and 
Fresno Bee newspapers reported the kid­ 
napers may have been sons of prominent 
families in San Mateo County. 
Woods’ son, Fred Newhall Woods, 2b, 
whom police have not been able to con­ 
tact. has been sought by authorities for 
questioning. About 100 cars and trucks 
were lined up in rows in a clearing on the 
estate. Young Woods is in the surplus 
business, and restoration of old cars is 
said to be his hobby. 
The Alameda County district at­ 
torney* s office said three persons were 
named in the search warrant served last 
night but that a magistrate in San Mateo 
County had sealed the affidavit. An assis­ 
tant district attorney said no arrest 
warrants have been issued.

Both houses 
override job 
measure veto 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Congress today overrode President Ford’s veto of a $3.95 
billion public works bill that Democrats said would create more than 300,000 jobs. 
The House action, following the Senate’s lead Wednesday, was only the ninth time 
the heavily Democratic Congress has been able to overturn one of Ford’s vetoes. The 
President has made 44 others stand up. 
The House vote was 310 to 96 — 39 more than the two-thirds majority needed. 
Ford had labeled the proposal an election year “ giveaway,” but House Democratic 
Leader Thomas P. O'Neill Jr. of Massachusetts called it “ crucial to maintain the 
momentum of economic recovery.” 
Ford had vetoed a similar measure earlier this year, but this time Republican 
defections in the face of continued high unemployment frustrated the veto. 
O’Neill said the bill would help some of the 7 million Americans without jobs, but 
Republican Leader John Rhodes of Arizona called the measure “ a cruel hoax.” 
Rhodes said it involved “ putting people to work in jobs that are not jobs really — 
all they are is a federal handout, thinly disguised.” 
But House Speaker Carl Albert said it would help reduce unemployment. 
"The American people — and the Democratic party — have concluded that un­ 
employment is immoral,” Albert said. “ It is antisocial. It strikes at the heart of 
American society, the family, ruining lives, destroying dreams — truly a cancer in 
the body of our nation.” 
Rep. Jam es C. Wright, D-Tex., said Ford had used more vetoes than the first 15 
American presidents combined. 
“The veto was never intended as a device to enthrone the president,” Wright said, 
“ nor to frustrate and obstruct the repeatedly asserted manifest will of the peoples’ 
representatives

Carter soothes 
Kissinger asks talks 
businessmen on 
tax reform 
to ease Korea tension 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Democratic 
presidential nominee Jimmy Carter, 
feeling "like a native son,” returned to 
the scene of his nomination today to as­ 
sure business executives they have little 
to fear from his tax reform plans. 
“ The businessmen are concerned to 
some degree, but they need not be,” 
Carter said. “ I’m going .to be very 
cautious about reforming the income tax 
structure 
“ I’m committed on my word of honor 
to do it.” he said. “There’s going to be 
comprehensive and total reform of the 
structure of the income tax system of 
this country.” 
Carter flew to New York from his 
southwest Georgia home one week to the 
day after accepting his party’s nomina­ 
tion for president. He shook hands with a 
few dozen supporters who met his plane 
at LaGuardia Airport and talked briefly 
with reporters. 
Asked how it felt to be back in New 
York, he replied,” “ Since I got the 
nomination here, I almost feel like a 
native son.” 
Carter mentioned no specifics about 
his tax reform plans, but said, “ I’m go­ 
ing to do it cautiously.” He said his tax 
an would reduce the burden on lower 
ncome Americans and increase taxes 
for the wealthy, 
“ When I get through, the system will 
be fair.” Carter said. “ Income will be 
taxed basically the same—people who 
earn more will pay a higher percentage 
of their income in taxes ” 
Carter came to New York for a 
luncheon at The 21 hosted by auto 
manufacturer Henry Ford III, J. Paul 
Austin, of Coca-Cola Corp., and Edgar 
Bronfman, of Seagrams Corp. 
Forty-one prominent business leaders 
were invited to the private luncheon. 
Carter was also scheduled to meet with 
businessmen at the New York Hilton 
Hotel and confer with the editorial 
boards of Hearst Corp., and Time, Inc. 


SEATTLE (UPI) - Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger called today for a 
conference of North and South Korea, 
the United States and China to discuss 
ways of reducing tension in Korea, and 
preparing a larger conference “ to 
negotiate more fundamental and durable 
arrangements” for the partitioned 
countries 


Recalling that the United States had 
proposed such a conference last 
September, Kissinger told a luncheon 
meeting of the downtown Rotary Club of 
Seattle and the Seattle Chamber of Com­ 
merce. “Today. President Ford has 
asked me to call again for such a con­ 
ference. 
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“ Specifically, the United States is 
prepared to meet with South Korea, 
North Korea, and the People’s Republic 
of China during the coming session of the 
United Nations General Assembly 
“ But we aie ready to consider some 
other mutually igreable place We are 
willing to begin an immediate discus­ 
sion on issues of procedure and site. 


“ Such a conference could provide a 
new legal structure for the armistice if 
the parties agree It could replace it with 
a more permanent arrangement. It could 


ease tension throughout Asia. We urge 
other parties to respond affirmatively.” 
Kissinger said the United States would 
never accept demands by North Korea 
for the unconditional dissolution of the 
UN command in South Korea and the un­ 
ilateral withdrawal of American forces 
from South Korea. 
“ North Korea’s proposals,” he said, 
“ are designed not to promote peace, but 
to isolate our ally, to precipitate 
unilateral American withdrawal and to 
dissolve the existing legal arrangements 
into amorphous general negotiations. 
“The United States will never accept 
such proposals. Nor will it agree to ter­ 
minate the UN command which 
preserves the integrity of the Armistice 
agreement (which ended hostility in 
Korea 22 years ago), or withdraw its 
forces unilaterally,” he said. 
Kissinger’s spróch was devoted to я 
review of American policy toward Asia. 
He said that Southeast Asia required 
as much careful attention from the 
United SUtes as did Northeast Asia, 
He said that Indochina had yet to find a 
positive and peaceful role. The relations 
of the Indochinese sU tes with one 
another were unsettled and unclear, as 
also were Hanoi’s longer term ambi- 
. tions. 


Board gets 1 5 days to 
answer unfairness charge 
opening delayed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford has issued “ very strict” orders to 
administration officials against promis­ 
ing favors to GOP convention delegates 
in return for support of his candidacy, 
the White House said today. 
Press SecreUry Ron Nessen said Ford 
reaffirmed on Monday a memo which he 
first sent to his cabinet Jan. 7, saying 
“no official action or position on any 
matter by anyone in the administration 
shall be, directly or indirectly, offered, 
promised or provided as consideration, 
favor or reward for the support of any 
delegate to benefit the President’s can­ 
didacy.” 
Nessen said the orders were “ very 
strict.” 
Asked if reports of delegates seeking 
favors from Ford’s campaign committee 
had sparked the latest directive from the 
Oval Office. Nessen said, “ I don’t think 
anything prompted it.” 
The presidential spokesman declined 
to say whether the memo instructed 
campaign and White Houae officials to 
report to the Justice Department any 
possible illegal bids for government 
favor 
But he said it “ does direct those who 
may receive from a delegate an expres­ 
sion of interest in some federal action 
that the person who the delegate Ulks to 
Is not to relay that interest along >to 
anyone in a position of authority ” 
He said the campaign is moving into s 
new phase. Monday’s memo also deals 
with such matters as reminding officials 
to spend no government money while at­ 
tending the Republican National Con­ 
vention in Kansas City next month on 
political business, Nessen said.

Reagan wants 
to debate Ford 
at convention

President Ford to a debate at next 
month’s Republican National Convention 
“ as the one logical way to settle” their 
battle for the party’s presidential 
nomination.

Reagan insisted he now has 1,140 
delegates, 10 more than the number 
needed to clinch the GOP nomination, 
and said Ford’s public optimism is just 
“ an attempt to snowball the uncommit­ 
ted into thinking they must jump on the 
band wagon.” 
He accused the Ford campaign of 
‘heavy handed” use of the Incumbency 
to seing uncommitted» to the President s 
side, and said he would not accept the 
vice presidential spot on a Ford ticket 


Two freshman counci/men reflect on first 100 days

(Editor s note — This is the first of a series in which the 
two members of the Lompoc City Council elected last March 
evaluate their first few months on the council ) 
Lompoc's two freshman city councilman have taken the 
traditional “ first 100 days“ look backward and except for a 
couple of points, they are pretty much in agreement on how 
things stand a third of the way through the first year 
Joe Valencia and Charles Ward gave their evaluations of 
their first four months in office in separate interviews with 
The Record in which 10 basic questions were considered. 
The shaky start the council got on March 16 when it elected 
a mayor remains a concern in the minds of both new coun­ 
ci Imen. 
“ During my four years on the council. I hope to find some 
way of correcting the mayor selection situation.” said Ward 
“ Something has to be done It is too personal now; we try to 
be impersonal but it is impossible.” 


Both councilmen were asked to rate, on a scale of 10, with 
1 representing poor and 10 being good, how harmonious they 


consider the council to be. 
Valencia rated the harmony at 7 and Ward at 6. Both 
blamed the continuing hard feelings over the disagreement 
on the mayor selection for the lack of 100 per cent unity on 
the council 
“ There are some hard feelings because of that decision/* 
Valencia said. “ I wish that were over.” 
“ I’d like to see a way where we don’t have to pit ourselves 
against each other,” said Ward. “ If I vote against you on a 
zoning ordinance, that’s not personal; but if I vote against 
you and work to see that you don’t become mayor, I must be 
saying something against you. I think I would take it per­ 
sonally and unfortunately I think everyone takes it personal­ 
ly. That rate of animosity has to work to the detriment of the 
city 
“ I don’t think it is the fault of the city council,” Ward con­ 
tinued. “ It is made up of five human beings, and if you put 
them into a system where they have to choose the best one to 
do the job — for instance, if two people want the job, the one 
who doesn’t get it obviously is not as good as the one who got 
it - that hurts. I don’t want to flip coins or draw straws. I ’d 
love for the people to find a way to do it, but with five council 


members, it won’t work.” 
Neither Ward nor Valencia favors the direct election of a 
mayor by the people. 
“ If you elect a mayor independent of the city council and 
they’re supposed to act together, you’ve elected a little god 
who feels he has a heavier mandate than the others, and 
you’ve taken the equality of the members of the council 
away.” said Valencia. 
Ward concurred with that viewpoint, saying additionally 
that under the direct election system, “ you have a mayor for 
four years, which is always a problem You also have a 
supercouncilman and the staff would be more responsive to 
him than the others, and that would cause friction.” 
Ward volunteered that he feels Mayor Eugene C. Stevens 
is doing a “ marvelous job.” 
On March 16, Ward had nominated Charlotte Benton as 
mayor while Valencia nominated Stevens. Council woman 
Elinor Lefkowitz voted with Valencia and Stevens, assuring 
Stevens’ election. 
“ I am amazed at how well he is able to handle the 
meetings and do the other things that a mayor has to do,” 
Ward said, “ I wasn’t voting AGAINST Stevens; I was voting 


FOR Charlotte Benton.” 
j 
Both Valencia and Ward were asked what they consider 
their most rewarding experience and their most disap­ 
pointing experience since becoming councilman. 
“ Probably the most rewarding thing is knowing that the 
people voted for me and finding out that they had trust in me 
to represent them” said Valencia. “ I probably won’t get 
over that for the entire four-year period.” 
Ward said that his most rewarding experience, having 
failed at getting a woman elected mayor, was “ helping Jean 
Jacoby appointed to the planning commission/’ 
Valencia cited as the most disappointing experience the 
hard feelings that apparently remain over the mayor selec­ 
tion incident. Ward concurred in a sense, saying, “ It was a 
disappointment after the fact. It was the will of the majority 
of the council and I accept it, but ... I ’m afraid that some 
people don’t bury the hatchet as well as they should.” 
Later in the interview, Ward said the greater disappoint­ 
ment is that so few persons make their wishes known at city 
council meetings. This and other viewpoints of the two new 
council members will be explored in the second installment 
in this series..

Kallman replacement not assured

North County supervisors 
striving to get representation 
on the Regional Coastal Com­ 
mission for tiie Tri-Counties 
conceivably could be frustrated 
once more Monday when the 
board meets to consider incum­ 
bent Robert E. Kallman’s offer 
to give up his place on the com­ 
mission if the board wishes. 
A highly-placed county 
governm ent source said 
Kallman could be retained as 
the board’s representative 
despite his letter recom ­ 
mending the board “ consider 
the need for the appointment of 
a North County Supervisor” to 
the commission comprising 
membership from Santa Bar­ 
bara. San Luis Obispo and Ven­ 
tura counties. 
Should Kallman abstain from 
voting, the vote to bring about a 
change could be deadlocked at 
2-2 and thus go down to defeat, 
it was pointed out. 
The Santa Barbara super­ 
visor hasn’t indicated what his 
vote w ill be, if he does vote. But 
he has pointed out that he of­ 
fered the recommendation in 


view of the action taken July 19 
at Solvang by the county’s five 
mayors. 
The mayors voted to put off 
yntil at least Dec., 31 qny 
further move to oust Regional 
Commission chairman Ernest 
Wullbrandt of Carpintería, the 
current cities’ representative 
on the commission. North 
County mayors earlier had 
voted to install Santa Maria 
Councilman John F. Adam Jr. 
in Wullbrandt’s place, but the 
action was declared invalid by 
county counsel on grounds it 
was a m atter not on the 
m ayors’ special m eetipg 
agenda at the time. 
Observers stressed that the 
wording of the Kallman letter 
does not mean he is necessarily 
ready to give up his position to 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher or* 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie. 
He asked specifically that the 
board “ consider the need” for a 
change 
Regarded also as significant 
is the fact that Kallman has 
gathered data from the 
Regional Coastal Commission 
headquarters in Santa Barbara 
pertaining to a listing of coastal 


permits granted in north county 
portions of the county. 
South Coast supervisors, 
board chairman Frank J. Frost 
of Santa Barbara and Jam es M 
Slater of Goleta are seen as 
sure votes against handing 
Kallman’s spot over to Fletcher 
or Beattie. They claim that the 
North County coastal area is 
virtually uninhabited and only 
one permit — in the Guadalupe 
area sand dunes — has been 
given by the commission in its 
three years. The commission 
has considered a total of 3.150 
permit applications 
The information given 
Kallman by the commission 
acting executive director. Carl 
C. Hetrick, indicates eight per­ 
mits were issued in what would 
be regarded as North County 
areas. But six of them, Frost 
and Sla te r say, involve 
Hollister Ranch areas west of

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South Africa black schools reopen 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa (UPI) — Black schools shut 
down last month due to racial violence around Johannesburg and 
Pr^ ? ria re<>pened today, but few students showed up for classes. 
Officials of the Bantu (African) Affairs Boards that administer 
black townships said attendance was poor at most schools. 
“The pupils are only trickling back,” one official said. “They 
don t seem to be aware of the fact the doors are open again.” 
The government closed the schools a month ago following racial 
violence in which 176 persons died and 1,139 were wounded—the 
bloodiest incidents since 19th century tribal wars killed hundreds 
of immigrating white settlers. 


French bank robbers may have fled in boats 


NICE, France (UPI) — The thieves who pulled off a spectacular 
$10 million bank heist made their getaway through the city’s sewer 
system in a pickup van and may have switched to stolen high-speed 
motorboats, police said today. 
The gang, which tunneled 25 feet from a sewer into the vault of 
the Societe Generate bank branch, escaped in rubber boats through 
the sewer system on the first stage of their escape, police said. 
They theorized the thieves transferred their loot into a pickup 
truck for a half-mile drive along the underground banks of the 
Paillon River, which flows beneath the city. 
But the final stage of their getaway may have been by power 
boat, police said. Four days before the bank theft, three Italian- 
made "Riva" speedboats were stolen from nearby harbors on the 
French Riviera, police said. 


Price of gold drops after gain

Patricia Hearst. granddaughter of the publisher who died in 1951, 
was kidnaped by the Symbionese Liberation Army. After payment

Houseok's 
offshore 
oil bill 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House has approved an offshore 
oil and gas bill designed to 
balance environment with ener­ 
gy. give small companies a 
break, and force more aggres­ 
sive production from federal 
leases. 
Some opponents say the bill 
gives Congress too much power 
over the process, and may 
prompt threats of a presidential 
veto. 
The bill is the Outer Continen­ 
tal Shelf Lands Act Amend­ 
ments of 1976, approved 247-140 
late Wednesday in the House. 
The Senate approved its version 
last year. 
The house bill would: 
— Require the secretary of 
interior to draw up a five-year 
program for leasing oil and gas 
lands offshore, bearing in mind 
the recommendations of states 
and local governments, and 
combining environmental con­ 
siderations with energy policy. 
— Force the use of new bid­ 
ding systems for one third of 
the leases, so that smaller com­ 
panies that are edged out by big 
money in the bonus bid system 
have a chance to get bids ac­ 
cepted. 
— Set up an oil spill fund and 
require those responsible for 
spills to pay cleanup costs and 
up to $35 million in damages. 
— Prohibit joint bids by the 
largest companies. 
— Limit offshore leases to 
five years. 
Some opponents contended 
the bill's restrictions on the 
length of leases and the joint 
bids of large companies and 
other matters, will merely slow 
the drive for more oil and gas 
from domestic fields. 
Proponents argued the con­ 
trols will allow more com­ 
panies to participate, par­ 
ticularly the smaller companies 
that do most of the prospecting 
for oil.

Amnesty ends 
prison rebellion 


WAUPUN, Wis. (UPI) - 
Fourteen persons held hostage 
in a “deathbox situation’’ for 14 
hours by convicts armed with' 
zip guns, clubs, knives and 
firebom bs were released 
Wednesday night after inmates 
were granted amnesty for the 
uprising. 
Authorities said $8 inmates 
took 16 persons hostage during 
the 14-hour rebellion. 
Sources inside the prison said 
the hostages were held in a 
hallway stuffed with paper and 
other debris and soaked with a 
flammable liquid so it could be 
ignited quickly if the building 
was rushed by surrounding 
police and guards. Stairways 
and other exits also were 
soaked, sources said. 
Two of the hostages — one of 
them suffering from head in­ 
juries — were released while 
prisoners negotiated with 
prison officials. The others 
were freed when prison officials 
a greed to som e of the 
prisoners' demands. 


Dodge* County Sheriff Edwin 
Nehls said authorities did not 
attempt to rush the building 
because of the large amount of 
flammable liquid inside.

B1 bomber omitted 
from defense bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate soon will consider a $104 
billion defense spending bill 
which carries a recommenda­ 
tion to delay purchase of the 
controversial Bl bomber until 
after a new president is in­ 
augurated next year. 


Chairman John McClellan, D- 
Ark., of the Senate Appropria­ 
tions Committee which ap­ 
proved the bill Wednesday, said 
he expects the bill to be debated 
next Tuesday or Wednesday. 
C on gression al 
sou rces 
believe the Senate will sustain 
the recommendation to delay the 
Bl, although it came out of 
committee with only a one-vote 
margin. 15 to 14. 
The house has already passed 
its version of the massive 
spending bill, but insisted on go­ 
ing ahead with the first three 
production models of the Bl on 
schedule by November of this 
year. 
If the full Senate votes to 


delay it. a further battle over 
the issue would be fought out in 
a House-Senate conference. A 
similar Senate effort on the Bl 
during passage of the authori­ 
zation bill died in a conference 
committee. 
The amendment approved 
Wednesday was offered by Sen. 
William Proxmire, D-Wis. It 
would put off from November, 
1976. until February 1, 1977, a 
decision on the replacement 
bomber-for the B52s. 
Democratic presidential no­ 
minee Jimmy Carter has said 
publicly he would like to review 
the Bl program if he is elected 
president. The Democratic 
platform calls for a cut of 
between $5 billion and $7 billion 
annually in defense spending. 
The proposed program to 
procure 244 Bis is estimated to 
cost $21.6 billion, or about $80 
million a copy. 
Sen. John Culver, D-Iowa, a 
critic of the costly aircraft, said 
putting off production “would 


save over half a billion dollars 
which would otherwise be spent 
before a new president could 
cancel the program.” 
The $104 billion defense 
measure does provide over $1 
billion for the first three 
production models of the Bl if a 
decision is finally taken to 
procure it. 


The Senate bill also provides 
sizeable funds for revamping 
the Navy’s fleet. 
Included are $729.7 million 
for one Trident submarine. 
$745.6 for three nuclear 
powered attack submarines, 
$350 million for advance 
procurement of a Nimitz class 
nuclear powered aircraft 
carrier, $1.1 billion for eight 
missile frigates. 
The bill also provides $432.7 
million for procurement of six 
specially configured Boeing 707 
flying command post aircraft — 
known as AWACs — for use in 
the event of a European war.

5 The re is less and less difference in the 
Way Americans live and the European 
style. “ Quite a difference since I lived 
there 25 years ago,” says Charlotte 
Benton, “ and even in the years since I 
last visited in the 60s.”

T rave lin g w ith her siste r to 
Switzerland for a stay in the French part 
(the Valais) over 1500 meters high in the 
Alps near the Matterhorn, the two stayed 
in a winter sport place called Crans. The 
place, she comments, is just as lovely in 
the summer. From their rooms in the 
new hotel they enjoyed a great view of 
the mountains and took advantage of a 
big indoor pool, 


Lausanne. Mont re ux on Geneva Lake, 
and Biel Lake were visited on the return 
trip to Germany. The weather was 
beautiful with the heat wave starting in 
Europe just about then. The rest of the 
time it was very hot and no relief could 
be felt even at night. Most unusual for 
Germany, at least. 


The sisters traveled also to Italy and 
stayed with friends in their villa beside 
the Garda Lake in the Italian Alps. The 
nearest town is Lemone and the setting, 
“ the bluest lake I’ve seen in many a 
year,” says Charlotte Constant sunshine 
prevailed and the heat was bearable 
since it was up in the mountains (not too 
far from Verona). The party dined on 
fresh mountain trout and local wines, 
with many good pastas available, and 
many fine Italian ices 


On the way to and from Italy, Charlot­ 
te and her sister stopped in Bavaria and 
Austria, passing through Munich.

She especially noticed the driving on 
roads in the countries she visited — peo­ 
ple drive much faster than here and pay 
no heed to pedestrians. One really has to 
watch out for oneself in crossing streets 
— even in marked crossways. The traffic 
lights, she reports, change much slower 
than here — sometimes one has to wait 
up to four minutes for a change. In this 
time the unhappy pedestrian has to 
breathe in the smelly, thick fumes from 
the autos. In many areas in the towns, 
autos have been banned completely. 
Shopping malls have been created where 
sometimes onlv streetcars are still 
allowed to convey the shoppers to the big 
stores Gasoline she notes, costs approx­ 
imately $1.50 per gallon (translated from 
liters). 


Buying, she observes, seems to be the 
pastime of the people and the bargains 
attract thousands. 


Flowers, shrubs and trees make the 
countryside beautiful and the shopping 
malls, parks and areas along the city 
streets are profusely planted. Postal 
cards and snapshots taken on the trip to 
various areas attest to the fact.

V« cup sugar 
10 egg yolks, beaten 
1 qt. scalded milk 
*4 tsp. salt 
10 egg whites 
1 cup heavy cream 
Blend Mi cup sugar and the egg yolks in the top of a 
double boiler Slowly stir in the milk and cook over hot 
water, stirring constantly, until the mixture coats a 
spoon. Chill thoroughly Add the salt to egg whites and 
beat until stiff 
Gradually beat in the remaining V« cup sugar. Fold 
the egg whites and cream into the egg yolk mixture 
separately 
Optional — Blend in either Mi cup brandy, Mi cup 
bourbon, or Mi cup light rum. Chill for several hours. 
Pour into prechilled punchbowl Sprinkle on nutmeg if 
desired This yields № quartk of eggnog, or 30 Mi cup 
servings

tion and Welfare Wednesday of 
stalling on enforcement of 
HEW rules and federal laws 
against school segregation — a 
charge HEW im m ediately 
denied. 
•There is a “distinct pos­ 
sibility." Sirica said, “ that 
many of these school districts 
are discriminating and have 
been discriminating for as long 
as eight years while continuing 
-to receive federal funds, con­ 
trary to the expressed intent of 
Congress. 
“It is the opinion of this court 
that delays of one and a half to 
eight years are unreasonable," 
Sirica said in the order covering 
districts in 17 states, all outside 
the South. 
Sirica ordered HEW to begin 
enforcement 
proceedings 
against 32 districts — including 
Chicago and Los Angeles — for 
violating school desegregation 
requirements. The proceedings 
could eventually cut off federal 
aid. 
The judge gave HEW 60 days 
to conclude investigations of 
alleged violations of the 1964 
Civil Rights Act in 14 other 
Northern and Western school 
districts, including New York 
City 
Sirica said HEW had failed to 
enforce its own school desegre- 
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gation regulations and Title VI 
of the C iv il R ig h ts A ct 
prohibiting aid to schools that 
discriminate on the basis of 
race, color or national origin. 
Martin H. Gerry, director of 
HEW’s Office for Civil Righfc, 
complained that Sirica had 
based his ruling on “stale" in­ 
formation. In all but one of the 
cases. Gerry said, “major ac­ 
tion has been taken during the 
last year to complete the com­ 
pliance 
review a ctiv ities 
listed." 
Gerry said HEW hopes Sirica 
will reconsider his order. 


Sirica noted “the staleness of 
the record" in some of the 
cases and told HEW to bring 
them all up to date. 


CORDELIA (UPI) - One 
man died and more than two 
dozen others were injured 
Wednesday when a Continental 
Trailways bus collided with a 
semi-truck on Interstate 80 
west of town. 
The dead man, the truck

The California Highway Pa­ 
trol said the other victims were 
passengers on the bus, which 
carried 43 passengers when it 
left Reno.

“People were lying conscious 
and unconscious along the road 
shoulder,” an eyewitness said. 
“Others were walking around 
in shock, brushing glass and 
debris from their clothing." 


Observers told police that 
both vehicles were westbound 
shortly before noon and the ac­ 
cident appeared to involve a 
sideswipe. 
Passenger George Auberd, 
85. San Francisco, who was un­ 
hurt, said “the bus driver did 
not have anywhere to go. he did 
a great job. If it weren’t for 
him. we would all be dead." 
Several victims were trapped 
inside the wreckage and were 


lifted out through windows by 
the rescue teams and passers- 
by, who stopped to give as­ 
sistance and also shaded the in­ 
jured from the sun as they 
waited for ambulances.

Little Nadia 
'stirs souls'

at Montreal

MONTREAL (UPI)....and a Uttle child 
shall lead them. 
She has here already. 
Single-handedly, this 14-year- 
old , figurine-like Romanian marvel has 
sprinkled these politically troubled 
Olympic Games with her own unique 
brand of stardust, adding a sorely needed 
extra dimension to them with such an in­ 
credibly spectacular performance that it 
has to be ranked among the most 
remarkable in athletic history, amateur 
or professional. 
Now that she has scaled the Mt. 
Everest of all gymnasts, winning a gold 
medal and making her name a household 
word the world over with five perfect 
scores inside 72 hours, where nobody else 
in the Olympics ever was able to achieve 
even one, there may be no other place for 
blue-eyed, pony-tailed Nadia Comaneci 
to go but to some higher league. 
Nobody can possibly stay with her in 
this one. 
“She’s a level above all the other gym­ 
nasts in the world right now," says Bart 
Conner of Morton Grove, 111,, a member 
of the men’s gymnastics team. “She’s 
something else, man." 
Bart Conner trains 12 months a year 
and is ga-ga about gymnastics, so maybe 
he isn’t completely objective. Those who 
serve as judges in the gymastic competi­ 
tion are. They call ’em as they see ’em, 
and Aimelise Bottcher of West Germany, 
who has been judging nearly 10 years, 
says she has never seen the likes of 
Nadia Comaneci before.

happy smile and an appreciative wave of 
her arms. 
How do you score a perfect 10.0 in 
gymnastics? The rule book says you have 
to “stir the judges' souls” to do that. 
Nadia Comaneci did that. 
When the all-around competition was 
over and she had been awarded her gold 
medal, Nadia accepted the whole thing 
with almost professional composure. 
Her feelings? 
“Same as every day,” she said, in a 
tiny, squeaky voice. “Nothingspecial.” 
Was she sure of winning? 
“Yes. I was sure. I knew if I worked 
hard. I would win.” 
What about Olga Korbut? Had Nadia 
been inspired by what the Soviet girl had 
done in the last Olympics at Munich? 
Nadia Comaneci waited patiently for 
the interpreter to repeat the question in 
Romanian. Then her left eyebrow went 
up a bit.

MONTREAL (UPI) - The powerful 
men of America and the ambitious young 
women of East Germany continued their 
domination of Olympic swimming events 
during today’s preliminaries as each 
team set a world record. 
On another front, the Soviet Union suf­ 
fered a second embarrassment when it 
was tagged as “unsportsmanlike” for 
withdrawing its water polo team. Just a 
few days ago, a Russian fencer was sent 
home in disgrace for cheating during the 
modem pentathlon competition. 
This time, the Soviets failed to show 
for a morning water polo match against 
Cuba, claiming their players were both 
sick and injured.The Russians were the 
defending world and Olympic champions 
in this event, but virtually lost all chance 
of a gold medal here by losing their first 
game to Holland and tying their second 
against Romania. 
F1WA, the international swim federa­ 
tion, called the move “most unsport­ 
smanlike” and said disciplinary action 
would be taken. 
For the second day in a row, a 
makeshift United States relay team 
brought home a world mark. This time it 
was Peter Rocca, Chris Woo, Joe Bot­ 
tom and Jack Babashoff who set the 
record of 3:47.28 in the qualifying heats 
for tonight’s final. 
It was the ninth world record set by the 
American men in these Games and in all 
likelihood this latest mark will stand 
only until tonight, when the U.S. sub­ 


stitutes an entire new team of John 
Naber, John Hencken, Matt Vogel and 
Jim Montgomery. 
Earlier, Hannelore Anke of East Ger­ 
many set the fifth world record es­ 
tablished thus far by the women when 
she won her qualifying heat of the 100- 
meter breaststroke in 1:11.11. 
The 18-year-old Anke, who won a gold 
medal as part of East Germany’s 400 
meter medley relay team Sunday night, 
broke the pending world mark of 1:1.93 
set by teapimate Carola Nitschke in the 
East German Olympic Trials last month. 
Nitschke was second in the qualifying 
heat for tonight’s semifinals with a time 
of 1:13.36 while Laurie Siering of 
Modesto, Calif., was the only American 
to qualify as she finished 13th in 1:15.41. 
Meantime, the American men set 
themselves up for two more gold medals 
in tonight’s finals as the relay team set 
its record and Brian Goodell and Tim 
Shaw registered the best times in the 
400-meter freestyle heats. 
Shirley Babashoff, the best U.S. 
woman swimmer who has been 
frustrated in her attempts to win a gold, 
had the second fastest time in qualifying 
for tonight’s final of the 200-meter 
freestyle. 
Enith Brigitha of the Netherlands set 
an Olympic record of 2:01.54 for the best 
time, followed by Babashoff in 2:01.64 
and Kornelia Ender of East Germany in 
2:02.50. A second American girl, Jen­ 
nifer Hooker, also qualified in 2:03.72, 


but Jill Sterkel finished out of the top 
eight. 
Ender. who already has won two gold 
medals, was favored to win two more 
tonight in the 200-meter freestyle and 
100-meter butterfly. Babshoff has had to 
settle for two silver medals thus far. 
Princess Anne was scheduled to make 
her Olympic debut as a member of the 
British equestrian team in the competi­ 
tion at Bromont this afternoon. She was 
listed to ride second on Goodwill in dres­ 
sage, the first day of the threeniay event. 
Prince Philip, her father and the presi­ 
dent of the International Equestrian 
Federation, was on the grounds all morn­ 
ing and he’s serving on the Jury of Ap­ 
peals for the competition. 
James Gilkes, a track sprinter from 
Guyana who attends college at Southern 
California, sent a formal request to the 
International Olympic Committee ask­ 
ing permission to compete under a 
neutral Olympic banner even though his 
team has dropped out of the Games. 
“He sent a letter to Lord Killanin 
(president of the IOC) asking that he be 
allowed to compete,” an IOC spokesman 
said. “The matter has been considered 
and is still being considered, but no deci­ 
sion has been. made. There are many, 
many legal difficulties in such a 
request.” 
However, a spokesman for the Cana­ 
dian Organizing Committee said Gilkes

Would share medal 
Gold winner protests 


L’ACADIE. Canada (UPI) — American marksman Laraiy Bass ham won the Olym­ 
pic small bore rifle competition Wednesday, but said he should have shared first 
place with teammate Margaret Murdock — the first woman to ever win an Olympic 
shooting medal. 
Bassham accumulated 1,162 points, the same number awarded to Mrs. Murdock 
The bronze medal was awarded to Werner Seibold of West Germany with 1,160 
points 
Bassham filed a protest with Olympic shooting officials, saying the event should be 
called a tie. and threatened to stage a mini-demonstration during the award 
ceremonies Thursday if the protest was rejected. Late Wednesday his protest wai, 
indeed, rejected. 
“This is arbitrary rubbish about ties,” the U.S. Army Captain said after he was 
named winner of the event. “There should be two Olympic champions this time.” 
Bassham was awarded the victory following more than three horns of recount. He 
said the decision to give him the win was based strictly on a technicality and did not 
take into account the overall score 
Basham was given the victory because he had more points in the final round of 
shooting, a method used to break deadlocks in Olympic shooting competition 
Bassham. of Bedford. Tex , a suburb of Fort Worth, said he would refuse to put his 
gold medal around his neck, bid instead to hold It In his hand, in a public protest dur­ 
ing Thursday’s presentation ceremony. 
He said he would ask Mrs Murdock, of Topeka, Kan., to join him in the demonstra­ 
tion. 
During competition at the shooting range 35 miles from Montreal, the running 
score gave Bassham the final overall victory. But the later provisional results 
showed that Margaret Murdock had won the gold. 
Then judges re-examined the competitors’ targets for the final third of the event, 
the shooting from a kneeling position, and declared the American woman the actual 
winner 
Yet another re-examination gave Bassham and Mrs Murdock, the first woman 
ever to be selected for the United States Olympic shooting team, the same score. 
U S coach Joe Berry said he was sure Bassham would go through with bis plan to 
hold the medal in his hand at the presentation ceremony.

Of more immediate consequence to 
Americans, along with Nadia’s renewed 
assault on their senses and the record 
books, is the continued success of the 
men swimmers and the U.S. basketball 
team. 
The swimmers made it 7-for<7, as well 
as 15 of the 21 total medals awarded thus 
far, when Matt Vogel led a 1-2-3 sweep in 
the 100-meter butterfly, following which 
the 800-meter freestyle relay team broke 
the world record it had set during the 
morning trials with a time of 7 minutes, 
23.22 seconds. 
Members of the winning relay team in­ 
cluded Mike Bruner, John Naber and 
Bruce Fumiss, each of whom previously 
had won individual golds, and Jim 
Montgomery. Vogel, an 18-yeac-old 
sophomore at the University of Tennes­ 
see. had a time of 54.35 seconds in the 
butterfly to lead teammates Joe Bottom 
and Gary Hall to the finish. 
The contribution of the men has 
enabled the U.S. to take the lead in the 
overall medal standings with 22 — 10 
gold, eight silver and four bronze. East 
Germany and the Soviet Union are tied 
for second with 16 medals each. 
The East German girls finally had 
their streak snapped after four con­ 


secutive victories Wednesday night when 
Marina Koshevaia led a Russian sweep 
of the 200-meter breaststroke in the 
world record time of 2:33.35. But Ulrike 
Richter of East Germany came back to 
take the 100-meter backstroke. 
The U.S. basketball team had to over­ 
come another scary situation to beat 
Yugoslavia, 112-93, Wednesday night 
after trailing by four points at halftime. 
Adrian Dantley scored a game high 27 
points and Scott May added 26 for the 
U.S., which will boost its record to 40 
tonight when it accepts a forfeit victory 
over Egypt, one of the 30 countries that 
has pulled out of the Olympics in support 
of Black Africa. 
In an unusual occurrence, Lanny Bas­ 
sham of Bedford, Tex., became the se­ 
cond American to win in shooting, taking 
the small-bore rifle three positions, but 
he almost refused to accept the gold 
medal. Bassham felt that Margaret Mur­ 
dock of Topeka, Kan., who finished se­ 
cond with the same score he had, also 
should have been awarded a gold. 
In other events, featherweight Davey 
Lee Armstrong defeated Soviet cham­ 
pion Anatoly Volkov and lightweight 
Howard Davis outpointed Japan’s Yukio 
Segawa to advance to the third round of 
the boxing championship; and in Greco- 
Roman wrestling, a U.S. team, which 
won only 10 matches all told in the 
previous three Olympics, already has 
won 10 here and advanced eight 
wrestlers to the third round.

Kornelia Ender, 17, already has cap 
tured two gold medals and could win 
more, but her grandmother must cheer 
from afar because East German 
security is tight and not even reporters 
from the West may talk to the young

“I was saying. ’Come on Kornelia, 
Come on Kornelia,’ so she could win,” 
said Mrs. Lehmann, 66, in a heavy 
German accent. 
Mrs. Lehmann left Germany for 
political reasons and, with her late hus­ 
band, immigrated to the U.S. Most of her 
immediate family, however, stayed in 
East Germany and she has been forbid­ 
den to contact them 
Mrs Lehmann said she and her second 
husband briefly considered going to the 
Olympics 
“But we couldn’t afford it,” she said. 
“And besides we may not even have a 
chance to talk to her. 
“If I saw her again I think I would not 
be able to talk at first. I would be crying. 
Then I would want to congratulate her 
and tell her how proud I am ” 


Bud Robinson’s greatest accomplishment wasn’t winning an AAU Southern Pacific 
Association six-mile race in May of 1974. 
Nor was it his near-world-ranking 3-hour, 49-minute marathon about four months 
previous. 
His greatest moment came about five months later, in October, when he became 
the first person ever to run a marathon after having coronary artery bypass surgery. 
His time — a more than respectable 3:59. 
Three weeks after the grey-haired 
Robinson ran his best marathon time on 
Feb. 4. 1974 at age 62. he awoke from a 
restless sleep sweating and gasping for 
breath. That night he was admitted to 
Lompoc District Hospital. 
The next day his heart stopped beating 
five times. Each time the hospital’s 
electrical shocking fibrillator bought 
him a little more time and turned back 
the absolute clutches of death 
Robinson’s heart was beating 
irregularly and struggling just to main- 
thin a heartbeat because of a severe 
narrowing of his left coronary artery. 
The vessel provides most of the blood for 
the heart muscle and also is a vital cog in 
the electrical system that regulates the 
heartbeat. 
Robinson stabilized after massive 
doses of drugs brought his heart’s 
rhythm back under control. He had 
emerged from the initial crisis without 
having a heart attack. 
With his artery still virtually clogged, 
Robinson entered Goleta Valley Com­ 
munity Hospital on Feb. 8. The next day 
he underwent emergency coronary 
bypass surgery. Doctors sidestepped the 
blocked vessel with a section of his 
mammary artery. 
“It was major surgery, sure,” smiled 
the bespectacled runner, “but the 
recovery is — I had no recovering to do. 
It was just a matter of healing. The doc­ 
tor gave it to me very simple when 1 
asked him. He said it was just a simple 
plumbing job.” 
Coronary bypass surgery is relatively 
new. having been refined wily in about 
the last eight years. But it is more often 
linked to the stereotyped overweight 
senior citizen — not an athletically in­ 
clined marathon runner like Bud 
Robinson At 5-8 and 155 pounds, the ger­ 
iatric jogger’s bulging veins and thin, 
wiry frame testify that he is no average 
senior citizen. 
, 
Recurrence of arterial blockage has 
been estimated as high as 30 per cent 
within the first three years of the initial 
operation. But, Robinson said he no 
longer fears a recurrence 
“In fact.” he said. “I volunteered for 
an arterialgram in May, and they found 
me in good shape.” 
In his younger years, the 64-yearold 
marathon man boxed as an amateur and 
lifted weights in state competition for 13 
years. He wrestled professionally, and 
he also smoked cigarettes. 
Smoking is generally recognized as a 
heavy contributor to heart disease. One 
doctor even went so far as to say smok­ 
ing is worse for the heart than not exer­ 
cising Robinson was a smoker until 
about eight years ago. 
“I used to smoke about a pack a day,” 
recalled the distance runner “But 1 
would quit smoking each year for a 
period of months when 1 went into train­ 
ing for boxing, wrestling or whatever.” 
Robinson said he wasn’t heavy before 
his heart problem and had been running 
already for three years. 
“The thing that amazes me,’’ 
Robinson declared, “is that I was able to 
do it before I had the surgery, because I 
never knew I bad a condition like this, 
and I was able to run three marathons 
with about 80 per cent blockage of the 
artery.” 
Why then, did such an active athletic 
heart almost stop because of the same 
cholesterol collection which traditionally 
claims the obese? 
“For the life of me,” Robinson ex­ 
claimed. “I couldn’t figure it out, and I 
couldn’t get a decent answer. 1 asked a 
lot of questions and they would just say 
that it was one of those things. I’ll never 
know why Of course I never worried 
about what I ate My wife is a good cook

and I settled for that. 
“Now what I do is make sure I don’t 
get too much cholesterol. I also use 
lecithin. It is made from soybeans ami it 
supposedly emulsifies fats,” Robinson 
said. 
“They make too big a claim for run­ 
ning,” Robinson stated. “They claim it is 
a cure-all. but in my case it wasn’t. I had 
been running for near three years when 
this happened to me 1 think it (running) 
is good. 1 think it is a wonderful thing, 
but I don't think it guarantees you 
anything much — not a guarantee, but it 
puts you in shape, keeps you in shape, 
keeps you feeling good I feel like a 
million dollars. I don’t feel any different 
now than when I was 25 ” 
Robinson spent 10 days in the hospital 
Two days after his release he was walk­ 
ing. Three months later he was running 
— and winning — competitively again. 
Since his operation, he has run five 
more 26.2-mile marathons, placing se­ 
cond twice. He runs anywhere from 
three to 18 miles every day. He said he 
tries to run at least 50 miles a week. 
After his daily run, Robinson doesn’t 
spend the rest of the day massaging his 
muscles or applying liniment, either. He 
drives an hour to his job as a postal clerk 
in the Santa Barbara post office. 
But running is his life. He calls himself 
an addict. 
“I’m going to run forever. I’ll never 
quit naming, I think this is it — I'm ad­ 
dicted I mean if I miss a day, I think it is 
a mortal sin. You feel Uke you did 
something wrong. 
“I get up in the morning and I just 
think about getting in that run It is an 
important thing to me. It is peculiar, but 
I’m not the only guy. 1 know a lot of peo­ 
ple that are so addicted to running that 
without it, they would be unhappy .” 
With an eager tone lacing his words, 
Robinson said be was looking forward to 
further competitive races. As far as 
marathons go. he said he plans to either 
run Santa Barbara again in October or 
the Culver City trek in December. When 
he does he is sure to add to the five-year 
collection of 18 ribbons and seven 
trophies and plaques which fill his small 
three-tiered trophy rack. 
But Robinson still has one major feat 
to accomplish — to become a world 
ranked runner in his age group 
“My goal is to try to make the top 10 in 
my division as a marathoner. I’m real 
close now. In 1975,1 had a 3:49 marathon 
and the number 10 ranked man had a 
3:50. But he got his the year before, I 
didn’t have it yet. In 1976 when it came 
out, the tenth man had a 3:20 so they are 
getting better in my division of 60-year- 
olds So, I expect to break 3:20 sometime 
this year — I hope ”

Earle C o m b s dead 


RICHMOND, Ky. (UPI) - 
Hall of Famer Earle Combs, 
the quiet “Country Gentleman” 
from Kentucky, often overshad­ 
owed by his more colorful 
teammates on the powerful 
New York Yankee teams of the 
1920s and early 1930s,died 
Wednesday. 
Combs. 77, had his best year 
at bat in 1927, the same year 
Babe Ruth was hitting 60 home 
runs. And Ruth’s much discus­ 
sed “called shot” home run in 
the Work! Series was duplicated 
in a manner by Combs without 
the resultant publicity. 
Combs recalled recently he 
had missed two Danny McFad- 
den slow curves in a game 
against Boston. Turning to the 
catcher, he said, “One more of 
those and I'll hit it out of here.” 
The catcher said get ready 
because another one was com­ 
ing. and Combs proceeded to 


knock the next slow curve into 
the stands for a home run. 
“I hit so few homers, I can 
remember them all,” he said. 


Combs also was overshad­ 
owed in the voting for the Hall 
of Fame, finally gaining en­ 
trance to the coveted shrine in 
1970 by a vote of the Veterans 
Committee. 


Combs, a speedy native of 
Pebworth, Ky., was the leadoff 
hitter and centerfielder for he 
Yankees. The left-handed hitter 
led the league in 1927 with 231 
hits and 23 triples for the world 
champion Yankees, while hit­ 
ting .356 and scoring 137 runs. 


Combs finished his career 
with 1,186 runs, 1,866 hits and a 
.325 average. He also batted 
.350 in four world series with 
the Yankees.

Sen. Mansfield asks quick 
action on Watergate bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen­ 
ate Democratic leader Mike 
Mansfield today urged the 
House to act quickly on the 
Watergate reform bill so that 
Congreess can complete action 
on the measure before it 
adjourns this year. 
The Senate overwhelmingly 
approved the bill Wednesday, 
some three years after Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon was top­ 
pled from power by the 
Watergate scandals. 
The measure would create a 
sem i-independent special 
prosecutor to investigate and 
prosecute criminal acts at the 
highest levels of government, 
including the president, his 
cabinet, the judiciary, and 
Congress. 
“I would hope the House 


would not be too far behind the 
Senate in bringing this legisla­ 
tion to its ultimate conclusion,” 
Mansfield told the Senate to­ 
day- 
The Montanan congratulated 
the Senate for ”doing its duty” 
and completing ‘‘the construc­ 
tive response of the Senate to 
this national threat. 
“No public institution can 
ever be fully insulated from 
such abuse, but checks can be 
incorporated into our institu­ 
tions that should prevent future 
epidemics similar to Water­ 
gate,” he said. 
Before passing the bill 91 to 5 
Wednesday, the Senate added 
an amendment by voice vote to 
prohibit a president from nam­ 
ing top campaign officials to 
the post of attorney general or 


deputy attorney general. 
Sen. Roman Hruska, R-Neb., 
called the bill unconstitutional 
and said it ‘‘would seriously 
erode the authority of the 
Justice Department to handle 
other cases.” 
But after more than one and a 
half years of hearings and 
deliberations, the Senate sent 
the bill to the House where a 
Judiciary subcommittee was 
scheduled to hold hearings Fri­ 
day on its own version. 
Senate sponsors talked confi­ 
dently of getting final action on 
the measure this year after 
they 
in c o r p o r a te d 
recommendations by Ford into 
the original proposal which had 
called for only a temporary 
special prosecutor when 
needed.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Abraham 
Lincoln gave black people freedom, 
Lyndon Johnson gave them opportunity, 
and now Jimmy Carter may be on the 
verge of offering Ujem the ultimate 
American experience: power. 
At this late date in history, with 
Negroes all but free of their miserable 
shackles, the election 
of any Democratic 
president would likely 
portend the final 
elevation of the black 
leader. But a Carter 
administration 
may 
offer particular as­ 
surances. He has said 
repeatedly he would 
name blacks to posi­ 
tions they have not 
before held in govern­ 
ment. and taken at his 
w ord, 
w hich 
he 
forever reminds us is inviolate, his op­ 
tions are exciting — the cabinet, maybe 
even the vice presidency in 1980 or ’84. 
Surely Carter has reason to reward the 
Mack community with the influence it 
has been denied in America for more 
than 400 years. Without its support he 
might have risen no higher in life than a 
goober digger in Georgia. Blacks helped 
him become a governor there in 1970. 
They gave him credence as a "man for 
all the people" during the critical early 
periods of the past presidential 
primaries, and they shamed the liberal 
members of his party into stepping aside 
for his recent nomination. Now again, if 
the November race is close, black 
energy may be the element that propels 
Carter into the White House. 
Not that the black leadership has been 
all that helpful all this while. Until April 
of this year only two prominent Negroes 
actively supported the smiler: Martin 
Luther King Sr. and Georgia Rep. 
Andrew Young. But neither have the 
leaders been hostile, for the most part, 
nor have they joined with the white 
politicos in the suspicions over Carter’s 
southern origins. Without smears, then. 
Carter was able to attract 75 per cent of 
the black vote in Florida, 90 per cent in 
North Carolina, etc.. and he is known to 
be grateful. 
Very likely his immediate gratitude 
will benefit Andy Young the most A two- 
term Congressman from Atlanta, his 
total support for Carter has already 
brought him from obscurity to high in­ 
fluence Never in history has a black 
man been so close to a man so close to 
the presidency. Carter aides say he now 
advises the candidate across the board, 
and expect him to serve in a Carter ad­ 
ministration as a cabinet member, pos­ 
sibly secretary of the 8100-billion-a-year 
HEW, Eventually he could become the 
first black vice-presidential nominee 
Then there is Barbara Jordan, the 
black vice-presidential nominee from 
the Texas delegation to the House of 
Representatives. She has not until 
recently embraced Carter, but officers 
of the campaign say she could in a 
Democratic period become both the 
most powerful woman and black in 
America. At the Democratic convention 
she was touted as fine material for 
everything from attorney general to the 
Supreme Court. And for the short run, 
say Carter people, she is most obviously 
a candidate to be the fourth woman 
cabinet secretary in history. 
Beyond Young and Jordan, however, 
the high spots would not be so easily 
filled with known names. Many blacks 
are qualified for true power, but most of 
those who come to mind are not accep­ 
table to either Carter or the bulk of the 
American people. The rise to influence 
for blacks has usually meant a parallel 
accommodation with a militancy that is 


popularly worrisome. Of noted Negroes 
in Congress, for example, John Conyers 
of Michigan and Ron Dellums of Califor­ 
nia are seen as almost anti-American in 
nature, hence politically limited. 
In other words, high blacks in a Carter 
administration would probably be as in­ 
offensive as high whites, perhaps more 
so. Jordan could get away with some 
finger wagging,- and proper civil liberty 
principles would be allowed. But as his 
predecessors, a President Carter would 
be careful to keep “ Nat Turner 
Negroism" from his sanctum 
So it is that Mayor Tom Bradley of Los 
Angeles could prosper with Carter. And 
Vernon Jordan of the Urban League. And 
others whose names are now unknown. 
The black forest is full of straight-up 
timber, overripe for harvest after all 
these centuries. Rap Brown need not ap­ 
ply. 
• 
This discrimination aside, though, 
blacks in the White House may soon have 
other responsibilities than serving food. 


Letter to 
the editor 


Dear Editor, 
I wish to offer a few comments about 
the Hawaiian Boondoggle proposed by 
the Board of D irecto rs of the 
Vandenberg Federal Credit Union. 
I have also been involved in this issue 
with the Board. It is my understanding 
that the original authorization of all 
Board members and their wives to travel 
to Hawaii for a week has been revised. 
Only a portion of the Board and their 
wives will be attending. Although this is 
an improvement, ft is still not clear to 
me why the members of the Credit Union 
are paying the bill for the wives. There 
is, however, no point in discussing the 
justification for the expenditure and to 
do so would only disguise the underlying 
problem. 
I learned of the Board s proposal 
through a conversation with one of the 
directors. Although I disagree with the 
board's action, what disturbs me now is 
that it is apparent that the Board had no 
intention of informing the Credit Union 
members of this proposed significant ex­ 
penditure The obligation to advise the 
members seems even greater when the 
expenditure is of questionable direct 
benefit to the members. Did they choose 
not to announce their plan for fear of 
membership disapproval? 
I wrote the Chairman of the Super­ 
visory Committee in June to inquire 
about the Board’s actions. I wrote the 
letter for two reasons The first was to 
protest the action of the Board, the other 
was to request Information. Specifically. 
I asked for a breakdown of anticipated 
expenditures I wished to know whether 
or not the Board has authorized 
themselves a "blank-check” or whether 
there were limits, such as a “per diem ” 
I received a reply which stated only that 
the Board had acted within its charter, 
but I received no information. (Copies of 
these letters are enclosed) 
I object to the Board’s action. I es­ 
pecially object to the Board’s covert 
methods 
1 would be satisfied if the 
Board would publicly acknowledge 
their planned week in Hawaii, the 
amount of the funds expected to be used, 
what controls exist on their expenditure, 
and, finally, an accounting of actual ex­ 
penses upon the Board’s return. 
Ultimately the validity of the justifica­ 
tion for this Hawaiian excursion will be 
determined by the members of the 
Vandenberg Federal Credit Union

NEW YORK - Keynote speaker Bar­ 
bara Jordan brought this convention to 
life She set so high a standard of convic­ 
tion. integrity, fire, dedication to the 
future of each individual of whatever 
creed or color that those who follow her 
to the podium in Madison Square Garden 
here will find it hard to live up to her. 
And that goes for 
Jimmy Carter,certain 
to be the nominee of 
his party. He has won 
his place by an ex­ 
traordinary 
capacity 
for o rg a n iza tio n , 
dogged stamina, an 
unfailing surface of 
good will. This last 
may coincide with the 
mood of the country at 
the moment. 
, 
But in my opinion if 
he is to get out the 
'voters, break the spell of apathy and 
cynicism, he will have to do more. He 
will have to emerge as a mover and 
shaker ready not only to unite the North 
and the South but to give them a pas­ 
sionate reason to come together. This is 
beyond the reach of the smiling Jimmy 
Carter we have knopra thus far. 
And to do this is so much more impor­ 
tant than the speculation spun out to 
endless lengths about his choice for vice 
president. Any one of three of four 
senators with stature whose names he 
has tossed in would suffice. Perhaps Sen. 
Edmund Muskie might add a bit more if 
only because he is a Roman Catholic and 
various samplings have shown a Catholic 
disaffection. 
But short of a fiasco like the one the 
Democrats had in 1972, their year of 
catastrophe, the vice presidency can add 
at most 2 per cent one way or the other. 
Rarely have vice presidential can­ 
didates been stirring campaigners 
capable of drawing crowds. An exception 
was Alben Barkley who contributed not a 
little to Harry Truman’s upset victory in 
1948 when all the pundits and pollsters 
had taken it for granted that Thomas E. 
Dewey would win. This had gone to such 
lengths that two of the news magazines, 
printed in advance of the election, had 
listed Dewey’s cabinet. 
That suggests the real danger for 
Carter. He can talk about overcon­ 
fidence, he can believe in the peril of 
overconfidence in the style of Dewey 
whose campaign consisted for the most 
part of a series of state papers delivered 
with magisterial dignity. With no effec­ 
tive challenge in his own party Carter 
has good reason for his confidence 
Yet if President Ford is the nominee of 
the Republicans, he can play a dual role: 
the Incumbent who has guided the 
country out of the recession and the un­ 
derdog, in face of the massive registra­ 
tion of Democrats and his dismal show­ 
ing in the polls. 
Ford can do this, let it be quickly ad­ 


ded, unless he hangs Ronald Reagan 
around his neck as vice president. That 
would be fatal in the large Industrial 
states with sizable electoral votes. 
Let’s say, on the other hand, that he 
persuades John Connally to take the No. 
2 spot. That is where a vice president 
might count for a great deal. 
A Ford-Connally ticket, it is the hope 
of Republican dreamers, could carry 
California, Texas, the intervening 
Western states between these two, one 
Southern state, possibly Florida, suf­ 
ficient to put together a narrow total for 
victory. 


This is a dream and the Republican 
convention in Kansas City is likely to 
provide a rude awakening as Ford and 
Reagan fight it out. 
The answer for the Carter campaign is 
a unified drive with the talents and the 
loyalities of those who came close to 
winning the big prize all-out, full force, 
with their respective constituencies. 
Muskie, Hubert Humphrey, Birch Bayti,

Sargeant Shriver, Fred Harris; each one 
has a contribution to make. 
The orthodox liberal says, ”1 just can’t 
get worked up about Carter. He doesn’t 
seem to me to offer anything.” The 
answer to that through the long primary 
campaign has been, “Do you want 
another 1972? Do you want another 
debacle?” 
Carter is a centrist candidate and 
American politics has always been in the 
center. The voters rejected Barry 
Gold water in 1964 because he was to the 
right of the center and George 
McGovern in 1972 because he was to the 
left of center. 
This being true, if enough left-of- 
center Democrats — and they make up 
the most articulate wing of the party — 
sit on their hands in the campaign, the 
result can be a win for the Democrats 
short of a mandate or, in the most ex­ 
treme circumstance, it could be defeat. 
That is the prospect as the peanut 
farmer from Georgia starts on his 
hardest task thus far.
